Proclamation 


1. Military Government Speci:.i Proclamation No. 33 was issued 
on 26 October 1948, and made effective on 1 November. This procla- 
mation establishes free enterprise within the Ryukyus as well as the 
rules and regulations under which Ryukyuans may engage in trade a~ 
mong themselves and with members of the occupation forces. Penalties 
are provided for the following: entering into free trade without 
license, exporting essential commodities, Rerane goods to non=Ryu!::- 
yuans without a license, selling goods imported for exclusive use of 
Armed Forces, selling or producing goods which have been declared a 
government monopoly unless authorized to act as an agent by the Civil-~ 
ian Governments, and possessing Military Payment Certificates. This 
Proclamation rescinds MG Directive No. 10 dated 20 September 1946; 

MG Directive No. 14, dated 25 October 1946, paragraphs 8,9, and 10; 

MG Directive No. 26, dated 24 June 1947; MG Directive No. ee dated 
28 aaa 1947; end General Adm. istrative Order No. 2, dated 17 June 
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Directives 


2. Military Government Directive No. 37, "Declaration of Essen-~ 
tial Commodities", was issued and made effective on 26 October. This 
directive requires that a declaration of essential commodities be 
made by the individual governments every six months. The declaration 
and approval of the essentialit > of a commodity automatically prohib- 
its the use of such an item of trede with non-Ryukyuans or as an item 
of inter-island trade until it is removed from the list of essentials. 


Military Government Diroctive No. 38, "Esteblishment of 
Special Areas for Purpose of Commercial Transactions on Okinawa be= 
tween Ryukyuans and Occupation Fo: --nnel", was issued and made ef- 
fective on 26 October. This direcvive establishes areas located along 
six main highways where occupetion personnel may purchase services 
from Ryukyuans and items not declared essential commodities. 


Military Government Directive No. 39, "Licensing of Business 
Enterprise", was issued and made effective on 26 October, Military 
Government Directive No. 10, dated 10 September 1946, was hereby 
rescinded. This directive stetes that each Civil Government wiil 
establish a Central Licensing Office ‘for issuance of licenses to per- 
sons engaging in business transactions in the Ryukyus. A cherge not 
to exceed one~half of one percent of the capital to be invested in the 
proposed business will be paid st the time the license is issued and 
a renewal of license will be made annually thereafter ata charge not 
‘te exceed one-half of one percent of the working capital at time of 
license renewal, 


Military Government, Directive No. 40, "Establishment of 
Committees on Ryukyuen Economy", was issued and made offective 
on 26 October, This directive s vcifics regulations by which a 
permanent committee on Ryukyuan Economy composed of not: less 
than three end not more than five members, be established. Re- 
presentatives of each of the four eggtea governments will be 
appointed by the res spective Chij:

Opergtional Directive No. 37, "Medical Procedure", issued 
and mede cffective on 24 October, establishes procedure for setting 
prices on medical supplies furnished to the Provisional Governments 
by Military Government, 


Assembly Mectings

hear a report on the result of en audit of Miyeko Provisional Gov= 
ernment funds made by the Miyako Provisicnal Government Council, 
and to discuss the progress of tke Ryukyuan Economic. Conference 
held on Okinawa. The Governor addressed the assembly outlining 
future fcrestry policy for ‘Miyako. 


A mecting of. the Yacyame Assembly was. held on 25 Septem= 
ber with 14 mombers cf the assembly and .36 members of the Council 
ercsent. They discussed the revised budget for revenues and. ex= 
penditures, regulations for death: benefits to dependents of gov- 
ernment employees and settlement of remeining accounts of fiscal 
year 1947.

The school resumed operation in December in the four 
quonsets which withstood the typhoon. Until the other buildings 
are rebuilt the quonsets are being used as dormitories and class- 
rooms, In November there were 105 students and 12 teachers. Wood- 
working, auto mechanics and theory of electricity are being taught 
at present. 


3. The South Agricultural .!igh School was opened in Tomigusuku, 
Okinawa, in September with 64 pupils sud 10 teachers. Two of the three 
quonset huts used by the school were dus troy: od during the typhoon, sus- 
pending operation temporarily. In November the school started function- 
ing again, using the one remaining quonset and on frame native building. 


4. Sewing clubs were opened in Shuri and Chinen High Schools during 
November. The clubs have about, 12 members, all.senior girls chosen for 
their ability in advanced sewing work, The main purpose of the clubs 

s to teach the use of American patterns to,select groups, who in turn, 
‘111 be expected to teach other school girls and interested women. It is 
ioped these classes, conducted by a member of the I & E Department of 
Military Government, will create more interest in sewing and save mater- 
ial and expcrimental work. The patterns used were copied from Amcrican 
patterns suitable and praehicet for Ryukyuan use. 


5. Classes in conversations | ergeeen for two of Military Gov- 
ernment reopened in November in tc = & E Department at Military Govern- 
ment. Taught by a member of the start the classes are held once hour 
daily. Average attendance is 40. 


6, Eight students from the Northern Ryukyus were sent to Okinawa - 
four to attend the Foreign Language school and four to enroll in the 
Teachers! Training School. 


7. Amcrican - Ryukyuan Education Week was held during the first 
week in November. Purpose of the weck was to indicate to the Ryukyuans 
the interest which the U. S. Government has in rehabilitation of the 
islands. Threc ceremonies were held in which American School children 
represented: the American people in presenting textbooks and athletic 
equipment to the students of the Ryukyus. The ceremonies were held on 
Okinawa at Nahe, Ishikawa and Nago. Officials of Military Government and 
Okinawa Civilian Administration gave short addresses and av cach ceremony 
one American and one Okinawan boy and girl spoke briefly. After presen- 
tation of the materials music programs were given by Okinawan school 
children, .pproximatcly 27,000 softballs, 3,500 ball bats and 275,000 
textbooks were presented. Similar ceremonies will soon be held in the 
» Northern and Southern Ryukyus. 


8. Sixteen American Education films were seen by approximately 
130,000 persons in 22 schools in Okinawa. There are 4 mobile movie units 
in operation in community centers and schools. . 


9. about 1,500 textbooks and manuals. damaged slightly during the 


typhoon, were collected from RYCOM IT&E Depot and distributed to the. 
schools in November, 
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RELIGION 


10, Approximately 3,500 persons attend Ckinawan Christian Church 
Services. Of this number 2,359 are members of Christian Churches. 
There are 28 ministers and 41 churches. 


ll. There are 10 Buddhist temples and 10 priests in Okinawa 
Gunto. Number of Buddhist followers is unknown. 


12. A survey in the Northern Ryukyus revealed that there are 
3&,730 Buddhists, of whom 10,000 are active. There are 2,100 
Protestant Christians of whom 1,500 are active, 2,000 Catholics of 
whom 1,790 are active, and 5,500 Shintoists, all of whom are active 
in their religion. There are & Buddhist priests, 2 Protestant pas- 
tors, 27 Shinto priests and 2 Catholic priests. 


13. In addition to his .ork as a lecturer in Naze, one Buddhist 
priest does relief work for ex-convicts and preaches to inmates at the 
Q'Shima Prison on Sundays and fete days. 


14. Members of the Catholic Young Women's and Women's Associations 


are making clothing for persons on relief. One of the Catholic priests 
gives lessons in English conversation at the Naze High School. 
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
